costs  incurred  by  Lessee  in  delivering,  processing  or  otheiwise  marketing  such  gas  or  other  substances,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the 
prevailing  wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in  the  same  field  or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  w  hich  there  is 
such  a  prevailing  puce)  pursuant  to  comparable  purchase  contracts  entered  into  oii  the  same  or  nearest  preceding  date  as  the  date  on  which  Lessee  commences  its  purchases  hereunder;  and  (c) 
if  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  either  producing  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered 
hereby  in  paying  quantities  or  such  wells  are  waiting  on  hydiaulic  fracture  stimulation,  but  such  j.ed  or  wells  art  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  or 
wells  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  in  paying  quantities  fcr  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  lease.

All  pevwretJ-or  tend.-rs  way  be  male  in  eunfmcnr  by  cheek  or  bv  draft  and  such  naymcnts  or  tenders  to 
Lessor  oi  to  the  depository  by  deposit  in  the  US  Mails  in  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the  Lessor  at  the  last  address  known  to  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment.  If 
the  depository  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  institution,  or  for  any  reason  fail  or  refuse  to  accept  payment  hereunder,  Lessor  shall,  at  Lessee's  request,  deliver  to  Lessee  a  proper 
recordable  instrument  naming  another  institution  as  depository  agent  to  receive  payments. 

5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3.  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands 
pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities!  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6 
or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for 
reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion 
of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.

8.  The  interest  ot  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and  the  rights  and  obligations 
oi  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  to  then  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.  No  change  i.i  Lessor's  ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee  until  60  days  after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly 
authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  to  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or  until  Lessoi  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual 
form  of  division  order.

10.  In  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oii.  gas  and  other  subManct  s  covered  hereby  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  or  unitized  herewith,  in  primary'  and/or 
enhanced  recovery.  Lessee  ilrall  have  the  right  of  ingress  and  egress  along  with  the  right  to  conduct  such  opci altons  on  the  leased  premises  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for  such  purposes, 
including  but  not  limited  to  geophysical  operations,  the  drilling  of  wells,  and  the  constriction  and  use  of  roads,  canals,  pipelines,  tanks,  water  wells,  disposal  welis.  in  jection  wells,  pits,  electric 
and  telephone  lines,  power  stations,  and  other  facilities  deemed  necessary-  by  Lessee  to  discover,  produce,  store,  treat  and'or  transport  production.  Lessee  may  use  in  such  operations,  free  of 
cost,  any  oil,  gas,  water  and'or  other  substances  produced  on  the  leased  premises,  except  water  from  1  essor's  wells  or  ponds.

If  Lessee  exercises  such  option,  Lessee  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  party  to  whom  payment  is  made,  and,  in  addition  to 
tts  other  rights,  may  reimburse  itseif  cut  of  any  royalties  or  shut-in  royalties  otherwise  payabre  to  Lessor  hereunder.  In  the  event  Lessee  is  made  aware  of  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's 
title.  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties,  hereunder,  without  interest,  until  Lessee  has  been  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  claim  has  been  resolved. 

16.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  to  the  contrary  in  this  lease.  Lessee  shall  not  have  any  rights  to  use  the  surface  of  the  leased  premises  for  drilling  or  other  operations. 

17.  This  lease  may  be  executed  in  counterparts,  each  of  which  is  deemed  an  original  and  all  of  which  only  constitute  one  original.

Lessor  acknowledges  that  no  representations  or  assurances  were  made  in 
the  negotiation  of  this  lease  that  Lessor  would  get  the  highest  price  or  different  terms  depending  on  future  market  conditions.  Neither  party  to  this  lease  will  seek  to  alter  the  terms  of  this 
transaction  based  upon  any  differing  terms  which  Lessee  has  or  may  negotiate  w  ith  any  other  l-ssors/oil  and  gas  owners.
